| Theſe, and alſo thoſe bought of Wallace, Ferguſon, Campbell, Sc. are the moſt 
beneficial arrangements towards enabling the maroons to expedite their ou fup-. 
port, as the labour and buildings on them do not, in the ſale of ſaid property, re- 
pay the late owners at the rate of one thiiling per day; whereas, it coit them more 
than four thillings vpon an average, and mult have exceeded that, had we employed
